It is expect- 
ed the climax in the two-week 
relief strike which has caused 
atie-up in scavenging and 
spring clean-up work will be 
reached Tuesday morning 
when unemployed are sched- 
uled to turn out for work. 

Strike leaders decided over the 
week-end to continue the deadlock 
until their demands are met by the 
city. Major relief requests are cash 
food and clothing allowances, a 15 
per cent. increase in the relief scale 
and a-rental allowance for home- 
owners. 

Police are prepared to protect 
relief workers from _ picketers 

when work starts early Tuesday 
morning, police officials stated. 
Relief work was suspended Mon- 
day owing to the Arbor Day holl- 
day which was observed by civic 
employees. Despite this fact, 20 
unemployed turned out for jobs 
early Monday morning; they were 
told to return Tuesday. 


FACE STERN MEASURES 

Stern measures will be taken by 
police in quelling any picketing 
trouble which may break out Tues- 
day as the city is going to give re- 
lief cases every opportunity of re- 
turning to work and receiving their 
allowances. 

Interviewed Monday on the strike 
situation Mayor Clarke stated: 

“It is to be regretted that so 
many transients and newcomers to 
the city allowed themselves to be 
misled injo taking action. that they 
did not understand, in fact in some 
cases did not know anything about. 
Nevertheless, it is a matter of ex- 
treme gratification that no violence 
to speak of has been shown on 
either side. 

“I feel grateful to the officers en- 
forcing order that no clubbing, 
striking or maltreatment of any 
kind has been charged against the 
officers. This must be gratifying to 
the citizens, as it is such a contrast 
to strikes and parades here in other 
years: 

“Unfortunately, Monday being a 
holiday, someone got their aad 
crossed, and while some 20 men 
turne¢ up ready for work there 
‘was no one on hand to direct them 
where to go, 

“Reports have reached me that 
the section of the strike governed 
and directed by some of the men 
who have served overseas has de- 
cided to continue the strike. This 
complicates matters much more 
than expected. The instructions of 
council will be carried out to the 
letter and expeditiously as pos- 
sible.”

error and not the printer's. 

It's good to be checked up once in a while. 
The Britannica gives the area of Great Britain 
as 88,120 square miles. Greenland is 827,275 
square miles and the ice-cap about 703,000 
square miles. Imagine 703,000 square miles of 
ice 8000 feet thick. But there you can’t! I'll 
have to fall back on the previous picture and 
ask you to imagine if you can, a great ice field 
8000 feet thick, covering nine times the area 
of Great Britain—only now Ill make it eight 
times instead of nine. 

Alas for human frailty. I notice my men- 
tor addresses me by the initials “J. W.” 


Geographers have remarked on the anomaly 
that Iceland is a green land while Greenland 
is an ice land. There was a time, not many 
centuries back when Iceland was a real ice 
land. It was covered by an ice-cap several 
thousand feet thick. A farmer in Manitoba dig- 
ging a well finds seven walrus-heads with 
tusks attached. They are mementoes of a period 
when the Canadian prairies were covered with 
glacial ice and walruses played about in the 
ice drifts. 

The Japan current, that warm stream that 
comes from the Sea of Japan and breaks about 
the coast of Vancouver Island and the Alaskan 
panhandle, giving some of the islands off 
southern Alaska the same mean temperature— 
not so very “mean” at that—as the south of 
France, is blamed for the changing climates. 
The warm current melts the Alaskan glaciers, 
forcing them to calve numerous small icebergs 
which drift away and melt. The warm cur- 
rents from the Pacific lift up the moisiure, 
carry it across the northern continent and de- 
posit it on the Greenland ice-cap, which grows 
while the Alaskan glaciers are reduced. 

Just how much they are reduced is shown 
in striking fashion at Glacier Bay where the 
Grand Pacific Glacier enters the water. In the 
year 1818 the whole of Glacier Bay was filled 
with the glacier. A century later it had receded 
20 miles, exposing a great rock-sided inlet five 
miles wide from shore to shore. 

In i912 the glacier was still two miles from 
the B.C. boundary. Trappers and miners who 
wanted to get into B.C. territory had to make 
entry through Skagway, 20 miles away. Since 
then the glacier has receded past the Alaska- 
Canadian boundary, so that passengers can now 
go by ship to the head of Tarr Inlet (at the 
head of Glacier Bay) and embark onto Cana- 
dian territory. 

Next year at Moscow a committee from the 
British Association will meet with a committee 
from the International Geology Congress to 
confer on the causes which are changing the 


climates of North America, South America, 
Australia, South Africa and Central Africa.

“God Save the King” was never sung more 
sincerely than on the Jubilee celebration a 
week ago when the many kind and good qual- 
ities of George V as King were brought to mind 
by speakers everywhere.

Learning that 
some of the new Labor ministers were unable 
to afford the expense of costly Windsor court 
costume—I think the gold-laced coats cost 
about $1200—His Majesty instructed his own 
tailor to see that they were outfitted at his 
expense. It has been made known by Lord 
Curzon’s late secretary that His Majesty con- 
sidered the feelings of the Labor opposition 
after the Labor defeat. He called upon Stanley 
Baldwin to form a government after having 
first decided to cali the aristocratic Curzon to 
the premiership. He feared Curzon might not 
be acceptable to the Labor opposition. 

While loyal folk sing “God Save the King” 
with prayerful zest, many feel that the words 
of the anthem should be re-written. The lines 
inviting the Deity to “Scatter his enemies and 
make them fall,” and verse style. 

“Confound their politics, 

Frustrate their knavish tricks” 
should be changed to suit the changed concep- 
tions of human brotherhood and the nature of 
God.

Deafness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The hearing may be lost so gradually that 
the patient is unaware that he is slowly going 
deaf. In the course of time, he discovers that 
the hearing is lost in one ear and this may call 
his attention to the fact that it is dulled in the 


other ear; or the hearing may be defective in 
both ears. 

The common cause of the 
ordinary type of deafness is 
chronic catarrh. The progres- 
sive loss in hearing may ex- 
tend over a period of several 
years before the patient be- 
comes conscious that he does 
not hear as well as others in 
the family. 

Undoubtedly, those who 
are deafened suffer the keen- 
est humiliation over the

defect; the patient often refusing to admit that 


his hearing is poor. Because he fails to hear 
clearly what others say, he may make a mis- 
take in answering and fear of making a wrong 
answer keeps him on a constant tension when 
he is in a social gathering. Also, his handi- 
cap makes him feel shut out of the conversa- 
tion around him. I know that many of these 
patients who write to me stress the fact that 
they feel they have lost so much in life when 
they do not know what others are saying. 


In certain cases, where part of the hearing 
is left, you may help the patient if you will 
speak close to the ear and will take the trouble 
to talk plainly. 

The characteristic symptom is the loss of 
hearing although the patient may develop an 
added symptom of ringing or buzzing noises. 
These ringing noises may effect one side more 
than the other. Occasionally, the patient will 
describe a full, heavy sensation in the ear. 
When the underlying cause is chronic catarrh, 
the patient will mention a discharge of mucus 
from the nose and throat, which causes him to 
use a handkerchief freely or to clear the throat 
often. 


Most cases start as a simple catarrh which 
extends by way of the Eustachian tubes up into 
the middle‘ear. The tubes become clogged with 
mucus and temporary relief may follow open- 
ing of the tubes by local treatment. However, 
constitutional causes must be removed, and 
errors in living corrected before any permanent 
improvement is expected. If local treatment 
brings relief, it is often possible to completely 
restore the hearing by correcting the catarrh. 
This correction is best brought about by dietetic 
measures. 


I have found that in some cases, the cause 
is a retention of wax in'the ear. This should be 
removed by soaking the outside canal with 
warm olive oil which may be poured in by 
having the patient lie on the side. I suggest that 
you have the excess wax removed by a doctor 
who has the instruments to do it with and who 
will avoid injury to the ear drum. Poking inside 
the ears with hairpins by the patient, who can 
not see what he is doing, may do harm rather 
than good.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1885 newspaper 
readers of Winnipeg and eastern 
Canada were told in a brief tele- 
graphic despatch that there had 
been a severe battle at Batoche 
the previous day, that our mili- 
tia had behaved in accordance 
with the best traditions of their 
forefathers in 1812-14, that ‘the 
rebel citadel had been taken and 
that Riel and Dumont and those 
left of the halfbreeds were in 
fifght. It was a couple of days 
before the details of the battle 
reached the east. 

On the morning of May 22, 
General Middleton had given the 
order that Batoche'must be taken 
that day. The troops took up 
their positions. A few shots were 
fired by the artillery; a man 
came out with a‘white flag. It 
was Astley, one of Riel’s prison- 
ers, with a letter from the rebel 
chief stating that if any of the 
women and children were “mur- 
dered,” he would massacre the 
prisoners. Astley went back with 
a message that Riel must sur- 
render at once or the fight would 
be on. 

The rebel delayed, meanwhile 
getting his position strengthened. 
It was mid afternoon. The attack 
began. All of the forces did well, 
but it was the infantry who won 
the fight. General Middleton in

his official report wrote: “The 
Midland and the Grenadiers, led 
by Lieut. Colonels Williams and 
Grasett, dashed forward wiih a 
cheer and drove the enemy out 
of the pits and the ravine. They 
kept pushing on gallantly until 
they held the edge of the bluffs.” 

All commentators agrée that it 
was this charge which won the 
fight. This can be said ‘without 
any disparagement of the work 
of the artillery, the scouts and 
the 90th who all did their bit. 
When the village was reached it 
was found that Riel and Dumont 
had escaped. Fourteen rebel pris- 
oners were taken. The Catholic 
priest told the general that asa 
result of the three days fighting 
the rebels had 51 killed and 173 
wounded. The militia lost eight 
killed and 47 wounded. And 
Middleton laid stress upon the 
fact that with a force of less than 
400 he “drove with heavy loss 
over 600 halfbreeds and Indians.” 

The Canadians killed in action 
were, Gunner Phillips, “A” Bat- 
tery, Lieut. Fitch and Pte. Moor, 
10th Grenadiers; Ptes. R. R. Hard- 
isty and James Fraser, 90th; 
Capt. E. T. Brown, Boulton’'s 
Scouts; Captain John French, and 


Lieut. Kippen. “A” Battery had 
four wounded, the 10th Gren- 
adiers 18. the 90th 11 and the 
Midland 7.

WHAT GOLD COST BRITAIN 


Editor Bulletin; The full ex- 
tent of the losses incured since 
the war by the taxpayers, the 
producing classes (‘except the 
bankers) through the govern- 
ment's adoption of the Cunliffe 
currency committee's report, 
which advises a return in 1918 to 
the gold standard, instead of the 
national currency basis, whieh the 
government had used to finance 
the war, is beyond human cai- 
culation. 

The following figures will, 
however, give some idea of the 
enormity of the losses. Viscount 
Snowden stated some years ago 
that the fall in wages of British 
wage oarners amounted to no less 
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than £1,000,000,000 per annum. If 
we take this as the average for 
the past 12 years we have a loss 
of trade in the home market of 
£12,000,000,000. 

Wages’ disbursed, constitute 
very largely the demand of the 
home trade. Then the amount 
paid to the unemployed since the 
adoption of this policy and taken 
in taxation may be put down at 
£5,000,000,000. 

Since currency deflation means 
debt inflation this policy raised 
the burden of the war-debts as 
well as the interest on them since 
1920 to the extent of £10,000,000,- 
000. 

The depreciation in the values 
of land, houses, factories, mines 
and practically all wealth has 
been estimated at £17,000,000,000. 

These items alone show that 
the losses which the banker's 
policy have inflicted upon the 
British people aggregate £40,000,- 
000,000—which was the estimated 
value of all the wealth of Great 
Britain, with its overseas invest- 
ments in 1920, 

But this is by no means the 
whole of the story. The number 
of suicides, murders, deaths and 
cases of insanity, caused directly 
by these ruinous financial policies 
exceed during the past 12 years, 
the total number of British 
soldiers killed during the Great 
War. 

What the bankers’ policy will 
do to Canada. 

Major Douglas in 1923 warned 
the Canadian government of the 
present depression unless they 
changed their monetary policy. 
He advised the adoption of his 
Social Credit system on the Na- 
tion Credit system. He now tells 
us that unless a change is made 
in our fiscal policy, that we may 
like Newfoundland, lose our vote, 
(citizenship), or even become ex- 


terminated through war for 
profits, by 1940-1942. 
Mr, Aberhart is popularizing 


the national credit idea of Major 
Douglas. This is a policy with 
the same basis as the national 
policy by which Great Britain 
financed the war, with very im- 
portant checks, in the interest of 
the people. 


First, there are no interest 
charges on credit. 
Second, sufficient purchasing 


power is placed in the hands of 
the people to absorb all the sur- 
plus production. 

Their credity (increased pur- 
chasing power) is made good to 
the country by increased wealth 
through increase in demand for 
good ‘or increased business), by 
absorbing the unearned incre- 
ment due to association, and in- 
terest free money. The security 
adds greatly to the better health, 
mentel serenity, and feeling of 
good fellowship, and good will,

START IN COLD WATER 

Always put the meat for a stew 
on to cook in cold water, This de- 
velops the greatest degree of meat 
flavor, Then take care not to cook 
the vegetables to death. Add them 
at intervals, allowing thq ubual 
Jength of time for them to cook, 
Remember that adequate season- 
ing with salt and pepper makes all 
the difference in the world between 
a flat, tasteless stew and a delicious 
savory one. Let the salt cook into 
the meat and vegetables 

Serve a ‘hot savory stew’ with 
banana and peanut salad and let 
the dessert be the high spot in the 
meal. In such a dinner the dessert 
must add nourishment as well as 
calories, so that’s the reason I'm 
suggesting a graham cracker cake. 

We've made a graham cracker 
Bie crust for several years but a 


graham cracker cake is unusual. 
Please don’t think that because I’m 
including it in an economical meal 
that it won't be desirable for a 
party cake, too: It’s grand. 


GRAHAM CRACKER 
CAKE 


Two and three-fourth cup gra- 
ham cracker crumbs (about 30), 3 
tablespoons butter, 42 cup sugar, 2 
egg yolks, '2 cup milk, 2% tea- 
spoons baking powder, \% teaspoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon vanilla, 2 egg 
whites. 

Roll graham crackers very fine. 
Cream, butter and sugar and add 
egg yélks well beaten. Combine 
graham cracker crumbs with bak- 
ing powder, mixing thoroughly. 
Add alternately with milk to first 
mixture. Beat salt into whites of 
eggs, beating until stiff. Fold into 
mixture with vanilla. Bake in 
two well greased and floured layer 
cake pans for twenty minutes in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.). 

Put cake together with jelly and 
a thin layer of whipped cream. 
Cover with whipped cream and 
sprinkle with chopped nuts. 

A very unusual icing and filling 
for this cake can be made with 
cream cheese, Mix six tablespoons 
(about three ounces) cream cheese 
with 1% cups powdered sugar and 
one tablespoon milk. Mix thor- 
oughly. Then stir in one teaspoon 
vanilla and % teaspoon salt, beat- 
ing until of consistency to spread. 
Put between layers and on top of 
cake and sprinkle with chopped 
nuts,
